And His Majcſty, with conſent foreſaid, Ordains the 
ſaids | ieces to paſs, and be received at the Rate and 
W eight above-appoin:cd, under the pain of the double 
of what ſball be refuſed, to be ſummarly exated at the 
inſtance, and for the uſe of the offerer, by all Judges Or- 
dinary; And ordains all the Inferior Speries under the 
laid Seven Shilling Pieces, te paſs as formerly.
